Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed subject matter to the specification raises the issue of new matter, "indentifying indicia 113 which 
comprises a radio frequency identification device between the heat-activatable adhesive layer 1 12 and the substrate 120. 
Ivlew figure 1 1 is considered to include new matter, i.e. layer 113. The formal drawings submitted are not approved since they include two 
figures labeled fig. 9b and figure 1 1 includes new matter. The location of the proposed subject matter to the specification is confusing 
since the applicant added subject matter at page 3, between lines 5 and 6 and on page 7, between lines 18 and 19 in the amendment filed 
2/3/03 and in the present proposed amendment, i.e. does the newly proposed subject matter go before or after the subject matter added 
in the amendment filed 2/3/03. Claims 31-40 need to be canceled. Newly proposed claim 41 would have been allowed if the amendment 
had been entered. .
